The applicant argued that, "There is no suggestion in Hunter of 
using mask table that contains encoded mask vectors, nor of using an encoded mask vector when applying a search key to a routing 
table". As to applicant's argument Hunter disclosed decimating a mask and identifying a longest matching prefix of a given address in a 
forwarding database, a routing table or the like (page.1, paragraph. 4). Hunter further disclosed that once a search key is received, a hash 
index {encoded mask table} is generated based upon a mask and the masked search key. Further the hash index is used to search for an 
entry matching the masked search (page.5, paragraph 61, lines 1-16}. 
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
